Economic Cooperation 

In a document published 
recently, the International 
Trade and Industry Ministry 
analysed the state of Japan's 
economic cooperation with for- 
eign countries. A pointed out 
in the white paper, Japan lags 
far behind the advanced nations 
on international cooperation in 
economic activities, an _ indis- 
pensable requirement in Japan's 


future economic expansion. 
Serious reconsideration is _ re- 
quired of the Government, 


which seems to lay undue em- 
phasis on the combination of 
Japanese techniques with Amer- 
ican financial resources. This 
results in the lack of consistent 
economic planning. True, Japan 
lacks funds for joint economic 
projects, but small funds could 
be used much more efficiently 
by preventing scattered ‘invest- 
ments. Besides, the Govern- 
ment should seek sources other 
than foreign trade in carrying 
out economic cooperation. Most 
important is to import more 


from* the newly. developing 
countries of Southeast Asia. 
Otherwise, their merchandise 


will never improve in quality 
or price. This task naturally 
cannot be left to profit-seeking 
business organizations alone. 
The Government must. take 
the lead in encouraging im- 
port from these nations from a 
long-range viewpoint. While 
placing great. expectations on 
the use of refunds to the 
GARIOA and EROA funds, 
Japan must not. neglect its 
efforts to increase its own funds 
and their effective use.—Chubu 
Nippon Shimbun (Nagoya) 


Night School Students 

Whenever the season for 
graduating students struggling 
to find jobs comes around, it 
brings to mind the predicament 
of students who attend night 
classes at colleges or senior high 
schools after having done a 
day's work. For them the op- 
portunities for good jobs are 
slim. Not only that, but they 
are also denied equal opportuni- 
ties even in the field of educa- 
tional facilities. It is not with- 
out reason that those students 
attending night classes complain 
of their school life or the pre- 
sent social system There are 1 - 
566 senior high night schools 
throughout the country but 
those employing full-time 
principals only number 329. At 
the time of Japan’s postwar edu- 
cational reform, the authorities 
concerned pledged equal educa- 
tional opportunities. In _ this 
case, they should not neglect the 
night schools.—Asahi Shimbun 


Retrial of Yakai Case 

The Hiroshima Higher Court 
in its retrial of the. so-called 
Yakai case Wednesday ruled ail 
the defendants inhocent. No 
objection should be raised 
against this decision of the court 
since it was taken in the light 
of the principle that none will 
be punished without sufficient 
proof. But it can be assumed 
that reasons for the decision as 
cited by the court in its judg- 
ment should have been more 
reasonable and acceptable to the 
public. In a judicial state, court 
trials must be respected but it 
must be -remembered, at the 
same time, that they must have 
a basis for which they can be 
treated as such.—Chugoku Shim-

Burden Weighs Down 


Tradition Becomes Odious as Too Much Is Demanded of Family Life 


Japan is prospering apparent- 
lv. Men in responsible posi- 
ti.ns of Government are airing 


their views in favor of an 
eventual twofold increase of in- 
come, At this moment, the 
economists seem to have no 
worries other than that the 
current prosperity might get 
too hot, induce excessive in- 


vestment, cause a price rise and 
upset the trade balance. 

So it may be asked—what's 
wrong with Japan? When 
everything seems to be going 
well, it is time to turn atten- 
tion to basic -problems which 
have been more or less neglect- 
ed so far. 

Modern offices and factories, 
luxur‘ous hotels and theaters 
do not represent the entire Ja- 
pan. What about the toiling 
masses? Is the burden weigh- 
ing down on them? 

Too low wages and too long 
working hours, for instance, 
must be “eliminated wherever 
they are spotted. As far as the 
average is concerned, however, 
the wage level is only relative 
after all. a “ 

The Japanese wage level may 
be higher than in many other 
countries but it is also lower 
than many others. What is 


important is to keep the wage” 


level proportionate to the price 
level and also}to the entire 
wealth produced. And it should 
rise as the entire national econ- 
omy expands. 

Hard on Family 


Even if the national income 
doubles as some of our political 
leaders claim, the toiling masses 
may not get truly content. It 
all depends upon how this ex- 
pansion will be executed. 

Therefore, it is virtually 
meaningless to say merely that 
the burden weighs down upon 
the masses. or that the low 
Wages are indicative of the 
burden. Everybody everywhere 
is sharing the burden of life. 
But in this country, the burden 
seems to press down particular- 
lv’ heavily upon the family, 
rather than upon. the indivi- 
dual. 

Take, for example, the alleg- 
ed low wages. The _ starting 
salaries for college graduates 
this vear average slightly below 
¥13,000 ($36) a month, accord- 
ing to a recent survey. That 
sum is obviously too low for 
college grads. Recently, a prom- 
inent businessman publicly 
stated that the starting salaries 
should be doubled even before 
the national income as a whole 
increases twofold. 

But in traditional Japanese 
thinking, young men.shiould be 
content with the low salaries 
while they are rookies, because 
they are dependent upon the 
family anyway. Even after a 
man is graduated from a col- 
lege, he is considered to be still 
dependent upon the _ family 
head (possibly his father or 
elder brother). Although the 
family in that sense is no long- 
er existent as a legal concept, 
the moral concept still remains. 


All Things 

In fact, the chief breadwinner 
of the family usually feels jubil- 
ant and grateful if another fami- 
ly member brings in whatever 
little money he earns instead of 
requiring school expenses. 

Of course, college graduates 
are the privileged few of the 
nation and other voung workers 
are not treated any better than 
they are. As they start from a 
low level, their wages may dou- 
ble or even triple even though 
they are not promoted in posi- 
tion. That is because of what 
is known as the automatic an- 
. nual raise. : 

On the surface, it may .seem 
that this annual raise makes it 
too easy for.Japanese workers. 
Management nowadays pays at 
least lip service to the more 
rational formula of a raise by 
merit. 

But if deserving young men 
and women are to be given rea- 
sonable wages on a par with 
what the older people are get- 
ting, the abolition of an annual 
automatic raise would mean a 
huge expansion of wage funds.

In other words, that much 
economy in the wage fund is 
being effected at present, thanks 


to the family concept. So it 
must be said that the burden 


presses down on the family. 

Moreover, the Japanese faml- 
ly seems to be almost all things 
to all men. When a man loses 
his job, the family looks after 
him. When he gets old, the 
family takes care of him. 

In both cases, the Japanese 
can now expect something from 
the State in unemployment in- 
surance and old-age pension. 
But these social security meas- 
ures are far too unsatisfactory, 
if isolated from the family con- 
cept. After paying up the dues 
for 25 years, one is given ¥2,000 
a month from the age of 65 on, 
for instance. (A smoker Con- 
suming a pack of Ikoi-brand 
cigarettes a day spends ¥1,500 a 
month, since one pack costs 
¥5O.) 

Beyond Imagination 

Even if there is no inflation- 
ary spiral, not ever a mild one, 
Japanese prefer to depend upon 
the time-honored institution of 
the family, rather -nan the so- 
cial security system. 

In other words, the Japanese 
family is now taking the bulk of 
the burden of unemployment re- 
lief, old-age pensions and a good’ 
portion of the medical insur- 
ance. 

Moreover, it is not too much 
to say that the Japanese family 
also serves as a housing proj- 
ect. If the numerous -large 
families of this country were to 
be broken up, no housing proj- 
ects on the present scale could 
meet the demand for living 
quarters, 

All in all, it is beyond imagi- 
nation how heavy the burden 
on the Japanése family is and 
what an enormous economy the 


Japanese family is effecting. 

By way of comparison the 
burden weighs down upon the 
people’s communes in Commu- 
nist China, and in Japan upon 
the Japanese families. News- 
papers of this country have 
done much to eulogize the Chi- 
nese communes as a new inven- 
tion but we have right here a 
time-honored institution which 
equals, if not excels the com- 
munes in ingenuity. 


Danger Signal 

But no human institutions 
can be overburdened beyond 
reasonable limits. There are 
signs that the Japanese family 
is now overburdened, More 
and more of the younger people 
feel tradition, which is mainly 
associated with the family as 


its vehicle, to be something 
odious. That is surely a dan- 
ger signal.

causing the Japanese family to 
‘suffer. In the country where 
conditions, are more backward

family must somehow be alle- 


viated to remove the strain 
there. The social security sys- 
tem serves that purpose in- 


directly. But let us be honest. 
Japan’s resources are not suffi- 
cient for a really satisfactory 
social security system in the 
near future. 

The traditional family.system 
must be reevaluated at this mo- 
ment and the problems must be 
faced more directly. 


Focus on W. Europe

Fresh Start? 


_ While Khrushchev. continues 
his tour in the United States, 
Western statesmen are continu- 
ing to study carefully the plan 
for total disarmament which he 
proposed during his address to 
the United Nations. An early 
reaction to the plan—which pro- 
poses general disarmament in 
stages over a period of only four 
years—came from Britain’s For- 
eign Secretary, Selwyn Lloyd, 
on his return by air from New 
York, 


Lloyd referred to the British 
proposals for balanced general. 
disarmament which he made to 
the United Nations and said 
that work was needed on both 
plans to see if something could 
be developed from them. Wel- 
coming the fact that the Soviet 
leader should have given so 
much time to the production of 
a disarmament plan, the Brit- 
ish Foreign Secretary express- 
ed the hope that the* recently 
appointed Committee of Ten Na- 
tions. would be able to make a 
fresh start on the whole ques- 
tion of disarmament, 


Public comment on Khrush- 
chev’s plan has shown a mix- 
of reserve, criticism and 
disappointment. To quote an 
example from the press, the 
“Guardian” in a leading article 
pointed out that Khrushchev 
could be sure of a uniyersal echo 
when he spoke of armaments 
into which a priceless fund of 
human energy and skill was be- 
ing thrown, But the paper con- 
sidered that every step toward 
disarmament raised the ques- 
tion of how it could be control- 
led. Inspection, according to 
Khrushchev, would cease to be 
a means of spying only if dis- 
armament were completed, 
“Which has,” the Guardian com- 
mented, “come close to argu- 
ing that Russia would only per- 
mit controls when there was 
nothing left to control.” 


Commonwealth Talks 


The first ministerial meeting 
of the Commonwealth Economic 
Consultative Council was held 
in London this week. The 
council owes its origin to the 
Commonwealth Trade and 
Economic Conference held at 
Montreal in 1958. The purpose 
of the conference was to review 
the economic development of 
the Commonwealth, to see how 
the more prosperous countries 
within it could help the less 
developed, and to promote the 
growth of world trade. The 
theme was “an expanding Com- 
monwealth in an expanding

world.” 

Since the Commonwealth has 
a population of 660 million peo- 
ple, covers an area of 12 mil- 
lion square miles and carries on 
nearly one-third of the world’s 
trade, the prosperity of the 
Commonwealth and the pros- 
perity of the world as a whole 
must inevitably depend upon 
one another. That was why the 
prospects for world trade was 
in the forefront of the discus- 
sions of the Commonwealth Fi- 
nance Ministers coming to Lon- 
don from all quarters of the 
globe. 


Their talks covered a wide 
range, including the raising of 
funds for Commonwealth dev- 
elopment, to which enormous 
sums have already been devoted 
—India’s current five-year plan 
involves capital expenditure of 
about £5,500 million. “Another 
subject was the plan for the 
establishment of an _ Interna- 
.tional Development Association, 
which is expected to be before 
the meeting of the World Bank 
and the International Monetary 
Fund later this month. 


Into Battle 


The British election cam- 
paign is now in full swing. 
Each of the three main parties 
has produced its election mani- 
festo, setting out the policy it 
would propose to follow .in the 
next Parliament. Both Conser- 
vative and Labor set out their 
claims to represent Britain in 
the important international ne- 
gotiations which may follow the 
exchange of visits between 
Eisenhower and Khrushchev. 
Both also propose policies for 
economic expansion and social 
reform; but they differ in the 
degrees to which the former 
would be brought about by 
State intervention and on the 
amount of money which the 
country could afford to spend 
on the latter. 


The Liberals claim -represen- 
tation on the grounds that they 
will act as a brake on the ex- 
treme wings of the other two 
parties. _ Public opinion polls 
publjshed regularly in the news- 
papers give the Conservatives a 
slight lead so far. But it is 
generally agreed that the elec- 
tion will be decided by a mere 
fraction of the 630 _ seats. 
These are the “marginal seats,” 
and include those held by ma- 
jorities of under 2,000 votes or 
in which the presence of a 
third cand§fdate may . bring 
about a change. In both cases, 
a decisive element is the “float- 
ing voter,” who does not make 
up his mind how to vote until 
the last minute,
